Bounty Hunters Are 
Riding For Coyotes 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) 
— 


Bounty hunters are riding again 
—out after the hide of the wily 
coyote at $5 each in the northern 
Sacramento Valley. 


Tehama County resorted to 


the controversial bounty July 1 
in response to pressure from 
cattlemen, 
sheepmen 
and 


sportsmen's groups to "do 
something" about the coyote 
problem. 


The bounty approach is op- 


posed by both the California 
Fish and Game Department and 
the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife 


Service. 


The program has brought in 40 


to 50 coyotes since July 1, 
County 
Agricultural 
Com- 


missioner Don Hill reported in a 
telephone interview from his 
office in Red Bluff, 125 miles 
north of Sacramento. Some were 
shot 
from 
airplanes 
and 


helicopters. 


Pressure is mounting to raise 


the bounty to $10 to get more 
coyotes, Hill said. 


He said most of the heat 


comes from hunters, claiming 
that the prolific coyotes have cut 


deer herds. This tends to force 
the coyotes into the valley areas 
to prey on cattle and sheep, he 
added. 


Hill predicted that State Fish 


and 
Game 
officials would 


dispute this, and they did. 


Hill added that virtually every 


coyote inspected had deer hair 
in its stomach. 


"That's the reason we have 


the bounty and not the loss to 
livestock," he said. 


Zoologist Maynard Cumrnings 


of the University of California at 
Davis said that some areas in 
Tehama County are overgrazed 
because of too many deer — 
despite 
a 
heavy 
coyote 


population. 


"A small grop of 'sports 


men's' organizations in Tehar..a 
County 
have

allegation," he said. "This is not 
borne out by the findings of the 
State Fish and Game Depart- 
ment."

SAIGON (AP) — More than 


100 North Vietnamese attacked 
a South Vietnamese night camp 
before dawn today in northern 
South Vietnam, but the South 
Vietnamese drove the attackers 
off, said they killed 38 of them, 
and reported only one defender 
wounded. 


It was the only significant 


ground action reported as heavy 
rains and low clouds blanketed 
the northernmost provinces. But 
the U.S. B52s were out as usual, 
with 50 of the big bombers flying 
raids, mostly on the Laotian side 
of the border. 


The North Vietnamese at- 


tacked a South Vietnamese unit 
in night bivouac eight miles west 
of Fire Base O'Reilly, one of 
seven allied artillery bases 
guarding the approaches to the 
populous coastal lowlands. 


Planes were called 
in to 


illuminate the attackers with 
flares as the men in the camp 
fought back. 


In addition to the 38 enemy 


killed, the South Vietnamese 
captured one prisoner 
three 


heavy weapons, seven rifles and 
300 blocks of TNT, South Viet- 
namese headquarters said. 


One round of mortar fire also 


hit O'Reilly but caused 
no 


damage, the headquarters said.

Tehama County resorted to 
the controversial bounty July 1 
in response to pressure from 
cattlemen, 
sheepmen 
and 
sportsmen’s groups to “ do 
something” about the coyote 
problem. 
The bounty approach is op­ 
posed by both the California 
Fish and Game Department and 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 
The program has brought in 40 
to 50 coyotes since July I, 
County 
Agricultural 
Com­ 
missioner Don Hill reported in a 
telephone interview from his 
office in Red Bluff, 125 miles 
north of Sacramento. Some were 
shot 
from 
airplanes 
and 
helicopters. 
Pressure is mounting to raise 
the bounty to $10 to get more 
coyotes, Hill said. 
He said most of the heat 
comes from hunters, claiming 
that the prolific coyotes have cut 


deer herds. This tends to force 
the coyotes into the valley areas 
to prey on cattle and sheep, he 
added. 
Hill predicted that State Fish 
and Game officials would 
dispute this, and they did. 
Hill added that virtually every 
coyote inspected had deer hair 
in its stomach. 
“That’s the reason we have 
the bounty and not the loss to 
livestock,” he said. 
Zoologist Maynard Cummings 
of the University of California at 
Davis said that some areas in 
Tehama County are overgrazed 
because of too many deer — 
despite 
a 
heavy 
coyote 
population. 
“A small grop of ‘sports 
men’s’ organizations in Tehama 
County 
have 
made 
this 
allegation,” he said. “This is not 
borne out by the findings of the 
State Fish and Game Depart­ 
ment.” 
Cummings makes it clear, 
however, he believes there is a 
place for local programs to 
control the coyote where

SAIGON (AP) — More than 
100 North Vietnamese attacked 
a South Vietnamese night camp 
before dawn today in northern 
South Vietnam, but the South 
Vietnamese drove the attackers 
off, said they killed 38 of them, 
and reported only one defender 
wounded. 
It was the only significant 
ground action reported as heavy 
rains and low clouds blanketed 
the northernmost provinces. But 
the U.S. B52s were out as usual, 
with 50 of the big bombers flying 
raids, mostly on the Laotian side 
of the border. 
The North Vietnamese at­ 
tacked a South Vietnamese unit 
in night bivouac eight miles west 
of Fire Base O’Reilly, one of 
seven allied artillery bases 
guarding the approaches to the 
populous coastal lowlands. 


Planes were called in 
to 
illuminate the attackers with 
flares as the men in the camp 
fought back. 
In addition to the 38 enemy 
killed, the South Vietnamese 
captured one prisoner, three 
heavy weapons, seven rifles and 
300 blocks of TNT, South Viet­ 
namese headquarters said. 
One round of mortar fire also 
hit O’Reilly but caused no 
damage, the headquarters said. 
In Cambodia, the Viet Cong 
ambushed a large rice convoy 
on its way to Phnom Penh 
Monday 
afternoon 
and 
a 
military spokesman said a great 
deal of rice was taken. He said 
he did not know what happened 
to 
the 
Cambodian 
troops 
escorting the convoy. The 
ambush occurred 45 miles north 
of Phnom Penh. 
The spokesman also revealed 


that Cambodian Premier Lon 
Nol made his first visit to a 
battlefront 
Monday. 
A 
helicopter took him 80 mHes 
north of Phnom Penh to Kom- 
pong Thom, which has been 
under siege for more than a 
month. While he was there a 
brief fire-fight took place on the 
edge of the town. The premier 
returned to Phnom Penh before 
lunch. 
Japan’s biggest newspaper, 
Asahi Shimbun, reported today 
that Prince Norodom Sihanouk, 
the deposed Cambodian chief of 
state, told it that Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai and North 
Vietnamese Premier Tran Van 
Dong have discouraged him 
from returning to Cambodia at 
the present time.

Ship With Nerve Gas Sunk

ABOARD THE USS HAR­ 
TLEY (AP) — Water poured 
into the hold of the dilapidated 
Liberty ship LeBaron Russell 
Briggs today and the hulk began 
sinking with its controversial 
load of nerve gas. 
An 
eight-man 
team 
of 
specialists spent about two 
hours aboard the ship preparing 
it for scuttling. 
Then they 
turned wheels on the deck 
opening seven valves deep in the 
hold of the rusting vessel. 
Sea water began flowing in at 
11:45 a.m., EDT, and the slow 
sinking process began. 
Navy Capt. A.G. Hamilton, in 
charge of the sinking operation, 
estimated the Briggs would take 


four to six hours to disappear 
beneath the waves and another 
30 minutes to plummet 16,000 
feet to the bottom 
in the 
munitions disposal area 283 
miles east of Cape Kennedy, 
Fla. 
Going down with the World 
War II freighter were 418 con­ 
crete and steel vaults, each 
containing 30 rockets ot GB 
nerve gas, a total of 12,540. One 
coffin holds a land mine con­ 
taining highly toxic VX gas. 
Army chemical experts say 
the gas will be neutralized by 
mixing with sea water when it 
escapes and will be harmless 
within hours. 
Florida Gov. Claude Kirk and 
a group of conservationists tried 
through the courts to halt the 


dumping. The Army contended 
it was necessary to dispose of 
the obsolete gas as soon as 
possible because it believed 
some of the gas already was 
leaking inside the vaults. 
This would have created a 
danger of detonation if it seeped 
into the rocket propellants. 
The scuttling operation began 
almost immediately after the 
gas ship arrived at the disposal 
site at 9:30 a.m., EDT, under 
tow by the commercial tug 
Elizabeth Moran. 


The Briggs had left the Sunny 
Point, N.C., 
military port 
Sunday, accompanied by the 
destroyer escort USS Hartley 
and the Coast Guard cutter 
Mendota. 


LONGEST FLIGHT

controversial giant C5A jet 
transport has made its longest 
flight without refueling, a low- 
speed circling of the United 
States, the Air Force says. 
A spokesman said the huge 
four-engine troop and cargo 
carrier was aloft 20 hours, 29 
minutes after taking off early 
Sunday. 
The plane carried no cargo 
and only 49,000 gallons of fuel, 
the spokesman said. Air speeds 
were from 305 to 380 miles per 
hour, and during part of the 
flight only three of the craft’s 
four engines were used in order 
to conserve fuel.

The first Sunday of each 


month would become a National 
Day of Prayer for American 
prisoners of war held by North 
Vietnam 
according 
to 
a 


resolution introduced this week 
by Rep. John V. Tunney. 


"This kind of national concern 


would show Hanoi that although 
Americans hold varying views 
on the war itself, they are united 
in their demand that the North 
Vietnamese threat American 
prisoners humanely," Tunney 
said in a statement released in 
Los Angeles. 


Tunney, candidate for the U.S. 


Senate, said "humane" treat- 


ment would include providing 
the U.S. with identification of all 
American prisoners, allowing 
c o m m u n i c a t i o n 
between 


prisoners and their families, 
allowing food and medical 
shipments to reach prisoners, 
and entering into negotiations 
with the U S. for their quick 
release. 


Tunney said the idea for a 


National Day of Prayer came 
from a constituent in Calimesa 
(Riverside County) who urged 
that the monthly outpouring of 
prayer by Americans of all 
faiths "continue until all our 
men are home from Hanoi's 


prisons." 


In a talk last week in San 


Diego to "Concern for Prisoners 
of War, Inc.", a citizens' group 
working for the identification, 
treatment and release of 
American POWs, Tunney said 
the 
plight 
of the prisoners 


"should be the top item on the 
United States' agenda" at the 
Paris peace talks. 


Tunney noted that in addition 


to refusing to negotiate for the 
Americans' release, Hanoi has 
refused to give the U.S. in- 
formation on 41 of the 376 
prisoners listed by the U.S. 


Hayakawa Impressed 
With Militancy Of 
Japanese Students 


KURASHIKI, Japan (AP) — 


President S. I. Hayakawa of San 
Francisco State College appears 
impressed with the militancy of 
Japanese students. 


"I was very surprised to see 


Japanese students wearing 
helmets and armed with sticks," 
said Hayikawa, here on his first 
visit to Japan in four years to 
see his parents. 


"They were well organized 


under a leader and it seemed to 
me they were militaristic," said 
Hayakawa 
after 
watching 


movies of student demon- 
strations in Japan. 


"I understand that Japanese 


students have a 
clear-cut 


ideology but are divided in many 
ways," said the Japanese- 
American educator who will 
remain in Japan another week 
before returning to San Fran- 
cisco. His parents live in 
Yamanashi Prefecture about 50 
miles west of Tokyo. 


Discussing university-student 


problems, including those he has 
weathered, at San Francisco 
State, 
Hayakawa said 
he 


favored more discussions to 
solve problems 
"but 
if the 


students' 
demands 
are 


unreasonable and unreachable, 
we must think first of how to 
prevent violence."

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Only O ne Acceptable Goal 


Desegregation of the black and white races in United States 
public schools has come full circle in parts of the country. Blacks, 
as far as we know, were almost unanimously for complete 
desegregation when the Warren supreme court handed down its 
landmark decision. But now some of them are having théir doubts. 
Some of them think they would be better off with their own schools 
— run by blacks. 


Whatever the difficulties, though, there is only one acceptable 
goal. That is that schools, along with the rest of the country’s 
agencies and activities must be run without regard for race or 
color. Personal choices in such matters as curriculum are a proper 
reason for attending different schools, particularly in the higher 
levels. And if jt happens that large numbers of blacks tend to 
prefer lines of study less favored by most whites, there could be 
nothing wrong with implementing the opportunity for such choices. 
But opportunities must be kept equal. 


On the other side of the question, such contrived measures of 
assuring equal opportunity as busing pupils long distances to divide 
the races equally should be accepted as only temporary at most, 
and should be done away with as soon as possible. If there were no 
segregation in housing, there would be no logical reason for busing. 
Segregation in housing must be done away with. 


It s Not A Private Domain 


California State Senator Randolph Collier was reported to have 
been irked by his colleagues’ proposals for legislation dealing with 
his far-flung district in the northwest corner of the state. “I’m 
getting thoroughly disgusted with everyone sticking their nose in 
rural areas,” the Associated Press quoted him as saying. “There is 
an unwritten rule that you don’s stick your nose in somebody else’s 
district.” 


The senator’s outburst was sparked by a resolution by Senator 
Alfred Alquist, San Jose, asking the State Lands Commission to 
determine whether companies dredging sand and gravel in the 
Russian River near Jenner-by-the-Sea are complying with terms of 
their leases. But he complained that other members of the state 
legislature have been wanting to run the seacoast, rivers and 
forests in his district, which includes the coastal counties from 
Sonoma north to the Oregon border. That, he obviously believes, is 
not the way the state should be run. His district, he appears to be 
arguing, is his own private domain. But we can’t all agree with 
that. 


As a matter of fact, Senator Collier is quite likely correct in 
saying there is an unwritten rule that legislators don’t initiate 
legislation in other legislators’ districts. But it’s a bad rule. 
Problems in one part of the state are quite likely to affect other 
parts of the state. And since opinions may differ widely, it is im­ 
perative that there be provision for questions to be brought up for 
debate by more than one legislator.

WASHINGTON — By turning 
urban renewal projects across 
the country into “ rem oval 
projects” in which the poor are 
driven from their homes, the 
federal government has been 
guilty of brazen lawlessness 
This starting charge is made 
in a 
still-confidential 
report 
funded by the Ford Foundation 
and 
entitled 
“ The 
Legal 
Lawbreakers.” 
The 60-page document makes 
it clear why the ghetto poor have 
rebelled at being uprooted by 
new highways, apartments and 
schools which the city fathers 
piously promised would furnish 
them a better life. 
The study was prepared by the 
Citizens Advocate Center which 
previously jolted the nation with 
another expose, “Our Brother’s 
Keeper: 
the Indian in White 
America.” 
The new report shows that in 
some cases “ renew al” has 
forced the poor to live without 
shelter under bridges and in 
open fields or in tenements more 
rat infested than their previous 
dwellings. 
All of this violates federal 
laws requiring that if U.S. 
money is used in a project, the 
displaced householders must be 
moved into thoroughly in­ 
spected, “ decent, safe and 
sanitary” buildings. 
The study cities instances 
where inspectors 
in Kansas 
City, 
Kans., 
“ inspected” 
dwellings as they drove by in a 
car. In Pulaski, Tenn., 18 bouses 
listed as available for the poor 
did not even exist. 
In St. Louis, the local urban 
renewal officials soothingly 
assured the D eparm ent of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment that dispplaced persons 
were moving to decent new 
homes. 
But a random check 
showed 23 out of 24 resettled 
residents 
in 
“ substandard 
housing.” 
At Yerba 
Buena 
Center 
Project in San Francisco, 4,000 
people were ordered out of their 
homes. 
Twenty hotels were 
listed for “ reaccommodation,” 
yet the Human Rights Com­ 
mission found only two rooms in 
the hotels that were “both 
vacant and also passed code 
regulations.” The order is now 
under appeal. 
U.S. SHARES BLAME 
The draft document says the 
federal government cynically 
ignores, and sometimes even 
ratifies violations. 
In Sacramento, a “hobo jungle 
of shanties” sprang up to house 
people driven from their homes. 
Others “sought shelter under 
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bridges, in basements of old 
houses and by burrowing under 
the sidewalks .” 
The horrifying document is 
based on affidavits by displaced 
citizens, 
on 
crusading 
newspaper stories and on formal 
studies. 
Never before has the 
nationwide relocation crisis 
been laid open to sharp scrutiny. 
In rare cases, groups much as 
the NAACP Legal Defense Fund 
have stepped in to block “Negro 
removal projects.” In Pulaski, 
for example, the original urban 
renewal 
plan 
would 
have 
destroyed 52 dwellings, 51 of 
ther., occupied by Negroes.

Excuse me, but I am off on 
drugs again. I have found 
myself, during the past months, 
brooding over the drug problem 
as all of us have done, and from 
time to time passing along to 
you this or that insight, as I have 
taken it from others whose 
concern is full-time. 
Representative Edward Koch 
of 
M anhattan 
has 
been 
struggling 
to 
get 
through 
Congress a 
simple bill 
the 
purpose of which would be to set 
up a presidential commission to 
survey conflicting data on the 
m atter of m arihuana. The 
support for that bill was sleepy 
as recently as two years ago. 
Now it is strong; and not im­ 
possibly, when the bill actua”/ 
comes up for a vote, it will pass 
all but unanimously. The reason 
is 
that 
many Congressmen, 
many senators, are discovering 
that their own children, or the 
sons and daughters of their best 
friends, are in fact smoking pot. 
Why should that surprise them? 
If the sons of Ethel Kennedy and 
Sargent Shriver are caught 
smoking pot, why should it 
surprise us if the son of Francis 
of Assisi smokes pot? 
The assumption has been all 
along that it will be government 
a g e n c i e s , 
g o v e r n m e n t 
researchers, etc., who will save 
us; who will give us the in­ 
formation we need. However, I 
have in recent days come across 
a young man whose existence I 
urgently wish you to know 
about, if you are interested in 
the drug problem and whose 
program s I enthusiastically 
applaud, not only because they 
are brilliantly informative, but 
because my friend — his name is 
Laurence O. McKinney — never 
understood 
why 
it 
was 
necessarily a function of the 
government to take the lead in 
enlightening 
the 
Am erican 
people on the matter of drugs. 
McKinney, to get his technical 
qualifications on the record — 
that being the American way — 
has none. He is a graduate of 
Harvard College, who interested 
himself primarily in literature, 
painting, and music, winning 
prizes all over the lot. He went to 
the University of North Carolina 
where he taught English, and 
then went on to the Harvard 
Business School to learn about 
getting and spending. 
He decided, in recent months, 
to form a company to distribute 
e d u c a t i o n a l 
m a t e r i a l s , 
especially for use among teen­ 
agers, the purpose of which 
would be to “ translate scientific 
truths into the vernacular.” 


His company is called the 
Creative Learning Group, and in 
the couple of years I have spent 
listening to people talk about 
drugs, about m arihuana in 
particular, I have not learned as 
much from the lot of them 
combined, as I did from young 
McKinney in the course of a 
couple of hours. His knowledge 
of the field is extraordinary. 
Notwithstanding 
his 
non­ 
technical qualifications, he 
brings 
to 
his 
findings 
a 
knowledge 
of 
chem istry, 
psychology, biology, and of the 
sociology of youth, which are not 
equalled in anyone I know. 
What he has done in the 
Creative Learning Group is to 
enlist the aid of a half dozen 
doctors who, to judge from what 
they write, are qualified not only 
in their knowledge of the in­ 
finitely difficult questions they 
confront, 
but 
in 
the 
un­ 
derstanding of the equally 
difficult problem of how to pass 
along their knowledge to the 
American parent who wants it 
straight: how much damage, on 
the basis of what is currently 
known, will be done to my child, 
if he takes this or that drug, 
irregularly, or regularly.

L O N G BEACH (AP) — North 
of Alaska, remote, unspoiled 
Prudhoe Bay teams with a 
myriad 
of 
sea 
creatures. 
Beneath its waters lies perhaps 
the richest oiL reservoir in the 
northern hemisphere. 
What will happen to the bay 
when, years from now, man 
begins to tap the oil field? Now is 
the time to prepare to answqr 
that question, says Dr. Merton 
Ingham of the U. S. Coast Guard 
Oceanographic Unit. 
“How can we determine what 
we’ve lost if we don’t know what 
we had to start with?” he says. 
“It is imperative that a quan­ 
titative assessm ent of the 
variables of the ecosystem be 
undertaken as soon as possible.” 
To do that he and the 234 of­ 
ficers and men of the 310-foot 
Glacier, the Coast Guard’s 
biggest icebreaker, left over the 
weekend for Prudhoe Ingham 
will direct the work of 16 other 
scientists from six federal 


Barrow on the north coast of 
Alaska. 
In the month they’ll have in 
the bay before Arctic ice halts 
work in late October, the 
scientists will get a start on 
providing a standard for en­ 
vironmentalists to use when oil 
drilling begins. 


They will take samples from

Desegregation of the black and white races in United States 


public schools has come full circle in parts of the country. Blacks, 
as far as we know, were almost unanimously for complete 
desegregation when the Warren supreme court handed down its 
landmark decision. But now some of them are having their doubts 
Some of them think they would be better off with their own schools 
— run by blacks. 


Whatever the difficulties, though, there is only one acceptable 


goal. That is that schools, along with the rest of the country's 
agencies and activities must be run without regard for race or 
color. Personal choices in such matters as curriculum are a proper 
reason for attending different schools, particularly in the higher 
levels. And if it happens that large numbers of blacks tend to 
prefer lines of study less favored by most whites, there couid be 
nothing wrong with implementing the opportunity for such choices. 
But opportunities must be kept equal 


On the other side 01 the question, such contrived measures of 


assuring equal opportunity as busing pupils long distances to divide 
the races equally should be accepted as only temporary at most, 
and should be done away with as soon as possible If there were no 
segregation in housing, there would be no logical reason for busing. 
Segregation in housing must be done away with. 


It's Not A Private Domain 


California State Senator Randolph Collier was reported to have 


been irked by his colleagues' proposals for legislation dealing with 
his far-flung district in the northwest corner of the state. "I'm 
getting thoroughly disgusted with everyone sticking their nose in 
rural areas," the Associated Press quoted him as saying. "There is 
an unwritten rule that you don's stick your nose in somebody else's 
district." 


The senator's outburst was sparked by a resolution by Senator 


Alfred Alquist, San Jose, asking the State Lands Commission to 
determine whether companies dredging sand and gravel in the 
Russian River near Jenner-by-the-Sea are complying with terms of 
their leases. But he complained that other members of the state 
legislature have been wanting to run the seacoast, rivers and 
forests in his district, which includes the coastal counties from 
Sonoma north to the Oregon border. That, he obviously believes, is 
not the way the state should be run. His district, he appears to be 
arguing, is his own private domain. But we can't all agree with 
that. 


As a matter of fact, Senator Collier is quite likely correct in 


saying there is an unwritten rule that legislators don't initiate 
legislation in other-legislators' districts. But it's a bad rule 
Problems in one part of the state are quite likely to affect other 
parts of the state. And since opinions may differ widely, it is im- 
perative that there be provision for questions to be brought up for 
debate by more than one legislator.

Thousands Homeless 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON - By turning 


urban renewal projects across 
the country into "removal 
projects" in which the poor are 
driven from their homes, the 
federal government has been 
guilty of brazen lawlessness 


This starting charge is made 


in a 
still-confidential 
report 


funded by the Ford Foundation 
and 
entitled "The Legal 


Lawbreakers " 


The 60-page document makes 


it clear why the ghetto poor have 
rebelled at being uprooted by 
new highways, apartments and 
schools which the city fathers 
piously promised would furnish 
them a better life. 


The study was prepared by the 


Citizens Advocate Center which 
previously jolted the nation with 
another expose, "Our Brother's 
Keeper- 
the Indian in White 


America " 


The new report shows that in 


some cases '"renewal" has 
forced the poor to live without 
shelter under bridges and in 
open fields or in tenements more 
rat infested than their previous 
dwellings 


All of this violates federal 


laws requiring that 
if U.S 


money is used in a project, the 
displaced householders must be 
moved 
into thoroughly in- 


spected, "decent, safe and 
sanitary" buildings. 


The study cities instances 


where inspectors 
in Kansas 


City, 
Kans., 
"inspected" 


dwellings as they drove by in a 
car. InPulaski, Tenn., 18 houses 
listed as available for the poor 
did not even exist. 


In St. Louis, the local urban 


renewal officials soothingly 
assured the Deparment of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment that dispplaced persons 
were moving to decent n'jw 
homes. 
But a random check 


showed 23 out of 24 resettled 
residents 
in 
"substandard 


housing " 


At Yerba 
Buena 
Center 


Project in San Francisco, 4,000 
people were ordered out of their 
homes. 
Twenty hotels were 


listed for "reaccommodation," 
yet the Human Rights Com- 
mission found only two rooms in 
the hotels that were "both 
vacant and also passed code 
regulations." The order is now 
under appeal. 
U.S. SHARES BLAME 


The draft document says the 


federal government cynically 
ignores, and sometimes even 
ratifies violations. 


In Sacramento, a "hobo jungle 


of shanties" sprang up to house 
people driven from their homes. 
Others "sought shelter under 


bridges, in basements of old 
houses and by burrowing under 
the sidewalks " 


The horrifying document is 


based on affidavits by displaced 
citizens,

Never before has the

the drug problem and whose 
programs I enthusiastically 
applaud, not only because they 
are brilliantly informative, but 
because my friend — his name is 
Laurence O. McKinney — never 
understood 
why 
it 
was 


necessarily a function of the 
government to take the lead in 
enlightening 
the American 


people on the matter of drugs. 


McKinney, to get his technical 


qualifications on the record — 
that being the American way — 
has none. He is a graduate of 
Harvard College, who interested 
himself primarily in literature, 
painting, and music, winning 
prizes all over the lot. He went to 
the University of North Carolina 
where he taught English, and 
then went on to the Harvard 
Business School to learn about 
getting and spending. 


He decided, in recent months, 


to form a company to distribute 
e d u c a t i o n a l 
m a t e r i a l s , 


especially for use among teen- 
agers, the purpose of which 
would be to "translate scientific 
truths into the vernacular " 


His company is called the 


Creative Learning Group, and in 
the couple of years I have spent 
listening to people talk about 
drugs, about marihuana in 
particular, I have not learned as 
much from the lot of them 
combined, as I did from young 
McKinney in the course of a 
couple of hours. His knowledge 
of the field is extraordinary 
Notwithstanding 
his non- 


technical qualifications, he 
brings 
to 
his 
findings a 


knowledge 
of 
chemistry, 


psychology, biology, and of the 
sociology of youth, which are not 
equalled in anyone I know. 


What he has done in the 


Creative Learning Group is to 
enlist the aid of a half dozen 
doctors who, to judge from what 
they write, are qualified not only 
in their knowledge of the in- 
finitely difficult questions they 
confront, 
but 
in 
the 
un- 


derstanding of the equally 
difficult problem of how to pass 
along their knowledge to the 
American parent who wants it 
straight: how much damage, on 
the basis of what is currently 
known, will be done to my child, 
if he takes this or that drug, 
irregularly, or regularly. 


Creative Learning addresses 


itself, not only to the teenagers, 
but to teachers. Accordingly — 
for instance on the matter of 
marihuana — Mr 
McKinney 


has available an extensive kit, 
which includes 
35-millimeter 


slides, instruction booklets, 
questionnaires, 
cassettes, 


recording the experiences of 
marihuana users — everything 
useful for describing the means 
by which to Interest a young 
person in what you desire to 
teach him. 


The young believe that their 


elders are superstitiously over- 
concerned about certain drugs; 
but the complacent notion that 
the old relationships between 
teacher and student are suf- 
ficient to invest the teacher with 
operative authority are equally 
blind. The youth need to be 
persuaded by a) mature talk; b) 
non-hysterical talk; and c) the 
use of the vernacular. 


I rejoice that some of the 


brilliance of Mr. McKinney, 
unfmanced by the Ford Foun- 
dation, the Federal Govern- 
ment, or U Thant, should have 
corne up with a program so 
artlul, informed, and ingenious, 
and I wish him well, and hope 
that all those who need help in 
helping their children, will write 
to the Creative Learning Group 
at 5 Boylston St., Cambridge,

Remote, Unspoiled Bay 


LONG BEACH (AP) — North 


of Alaska, remote, unspoiled 
Prudhoe Bay teams with a 
myriad 
of sea 
creatures. 


Beneath its waters lies perhaps 
the richest oil reservoir in the 
northern hemisphere. 


What will happen to the bay 


when, years from now, man 
begins to tap the oil field1* Now is 
the time to prepare to answer 
that question, says Dr. Merton 
Ingham of the U. S. Coast Guard 
Oceanographic Unit. 


"How can we determine what 


we've lost if we don't know what 
we had to start with?" he says. 
"It is imperative that a quan- 
titative assessment of the 
variables of the ecosystem be 
undertaken as soon as possible." 


To do that he and the 234 of- 


ficers and men of the 310-foot 
Glacier, the Coast Guard's 
biggest icebreaker, left over the 
weekend for Prudhoe Ingham 
will direct the work of 16 other 
scientists from six federal 
agencies and a university who 
will board the Glacier at Point 


Barrow on the north coast of 
Alaska. 


In the month they'll have in 


the bay before Arctic ice halts 
work in late October, the 
scientists will get a start on 
providing a standard for en- 
vironmentalists to use when oil 
drilling begins. 


They will take samples from 


the 
bay 
bottom, 
collect 


specimens of plankton, measure 
the quality of the water. They 
will investigate birds, mammals 
and 
fish and test for 
the 


presence of such pollutants as 
pesticides and coliform bac- 
teria. 


The ship will return to Long 


Beach on Nov. 15, but it will be 
up north again in July when the 
ice melts and scientists will 
continue their studies. Plans call 
for 
studies 
to 
continue 


periodically for five years. 


The Coast Guard is one of five 


organizations involved in the 
project. Also included are the U, 
S. Geological Survey.

But O’Connor repeatedly said

Vasco, who won re-election 
last June, told the board his
